Launching an all-out Conser- 
vative attack on Prime Minister 
Attlee’s spartan plans for meet- 
ing the economic squeeze—which

“appropiate and necessary”— 


Churchill deciared: 

“The Government's proposals 
will mean the abrogation of Par- 
liament and of all our long-cher- 
ished rights.” 

The legisiation requested by 
Attlee for dealing with the eco- 
nomic crisis would extend and 
strengthe ~powers, 
dating from wartime, to direct 
labor into “necessary” industry 
and intervene in “inefficient” in- 
dustries 

After “Churchill spoke, the House 
of Commons passed the bill on 
second reading—approving it in 
principle—without a ‘record vote. 
The Government hoped to push 
the measure through all remaining 
“parliamentary stages before the 
acheduled adjournment next Wed- 
nesday. 

An amendment to reject the 
measure was defeated, 251 to 148. 

Speaking just before Churchill 
took the floor, Deputy Prime 
Minster Herbert Morrison de- 
clared: 

“We are not going to be cross- 
examined in advance as to exactly 
what we will do with the powers 
when we get them.”

NEW TUBE VIEWED 
AS ONE TELEVISION 
PROBLEM’S ANSWER 


It Could 
Eliminate Coast-to-Coast 
Use of Wires. 


PALO ALTO, Calif. Aug. 8 
(UP)—Television’s biggest stum- 
bling block may have been re- 
moved by a new radio tube, an- 
nounced last night as opening the 
way to cheaper and better tele- 
vision sets. 

A “traveling wave” radio tube 
twice as powerful us any existing 
model was disclosed by Dr. Les- 
ter M. Fields, Stanford University 
electrical engineering researcher. 

The odd-looking, foot-long tube 
will make it possible to amplify 
simultaneously 250,000 telephone 
conversations, 300 black and white 
television broadcasts or 100 color 
telecasts. 

Fields said the new tube dou- 
bles the ability of earlier models 
to cover a wide range of frequen- 
cies and handle a huge volume of 
radio traffic, 

One of the chief obstacles to

Convict Who Made 
Daring Escape From 


Prison Crawls on Knees; 


Begging for Mercy. 


Jesse Lee Brown, who made a 
daring escape from the State Pen- 
itentiary at Jefferson City a week 
ago, led police in a chase on foot 
early today, in which the fugitive 
and officers fired point blank at 
each other as they ran. He was 
captured when his pistol jammed. 
He crawled on his knees, begging 
for mercy, 

The chase started at Broadway 
and Bremen avenue, where Brown 
was spotted by a taxicab driver, 
whose cab had been stolen by 


Brown after he had robbed the 
driver of $7. 

Brown apparently saw the po- 
lice car at about the same time 
the officers saw him. He started 
to run, but slipped and fell on the 
sidewalk. As he got up, he turned 
and figed one shot, shattering a 
window of the machine. 

Calls for Help. 

Police Sgt. John Osthoff and 
Patrolman Fred Kraft started run- 
ning after Brown. Patrolman 
LeRoy Aldrich, who rerfained in 
the machine, radioed to Police 
Headquarters for assistance. 

Brown ran across a parkway at 
Ninth street and Bremen, with the 
officers in pursuit, shouting for 
him to “throw down that gun.” 
As the fugitive ran, he turned and 
fired at the policemen. They re- 
turned his fire. 

Brown, who was dressed in dark 
clothes and was difficult to see 
in the dark, vaulted over a four- 
foot iron fence at the yard of the

Nineteen more deaths from heat 
exhaustion were reported today, 
as the heat wave continued in its 
seventh day with no real relief 
yet in sight. Deaths in which 
heat exhaustion was considered a 
major factor now have reached 
57 since July 30 in the St. Louis 
area, 

Last night was the coolest since 
the night of July 31 and almost 
everyone should have been able to 
get some rest, Meteorologist Har- 
ry F. Wahlgren‘said. Yesterday 
was the first day in six in which 
the maximum temperature was 
below 100- degrees, 

The outlook for tomorrow is a 
minimum of about’ 75 degrees in 
the morning and a maximum in 
the afternoon of about 98, Wahl- 
gren predicted. Generally fair and 
warm weather will continue, he 
added. Showers in nearby places 
raised the humidity at 7 o'clock 
this morning to 78 per cent, the 
highest at that hour in a week. 


Yesterday’s High 96.3. 

Yesterday's high temperature 
was 96.3 degrees at 5:30 p.m. At 

‘p.m. the reading was 95 de- 
grees and by 7 it was down to 
88. The midnight temperature was 
81 degrees. It was the first time 
in five nights that the tempera- 
ture had been below 90 at mid- 
night,; 

Then the temperature continued 
to fall to a low of 73 at 6 a.m. At 
Is@mbert-St. Louis Airport the 
minimum this morning was 71.

WIFEOF REFORM 

PROSECUTOR IN 
HOT SPRINGS, ARK. 
KILLS HIS FATHER 


Official, Mentioned as 
Candidate for.

HOT SPRINGS, Ark., Aug. 8 
(AP)—Hal P. McMath, 57 years 
old, father of Garland county 
Prosecutor Sidney C. McMath, 
was shot and killed last night by 
the prosecutor’s wife at the 
younger McMath’s home. 

Sidney McMath said today his 
26-year-old wife, Anne, fired wild- 
ly at his father while “hysterical 
with fright” as a result of the 
elder McMath’s drunken abuse. 

Red-eyed and. worn from an all- 
night investigation, McMath, a 
former Marine Colonel, issued a 
prepared statement telling how 
his wife grabbed his 45 caliber 
service pistol and fired when his 
father approached her cursing 
and with a fist clinched. 

Seeks Special Prosecutor. 

Young McMath, attired in rum- 
pled trousers and shirt he was 
wearing at a political picnic he 
was attending when the shooting 
took place at the couple’s home 
near here, said he would request 
a special grand jury session and 
a special prosecutor to go into the 
case. 

Later, Circuit Judge Clyde H. 
Brown said he had _ tentatively 
scheduled a special session for 
next Thursday... He said he was 
not ready to announce who the 
special prosecutor would be. 

McMath, who had become with- 
in the last 18 months a new and 
powerful factor in Arkansas pol- 
itics, was a law partner of Judge 
Brown when the two were in pri- 
vate practice. 

Statement by McMath, 

McMath’s statement said: 

“My father has been running 
my farm, coming to the farm in 
the morning and returning to his 
home in Hot Springs in the eve- 
ning. For years he has been an 
excessively heavy drinker. When 
he drank, like many men, he un- 
derwent a change in character. 
Lately he has been drinking more 
and more. Drinking caused him 
to become irrational, abusive and 
violent. 

“Monday, when I was in court 
in Mt. Ida, my wife, Anne, had 
to call the sheriff's office after 
he (the elder McMath) had mal- 
treated and badly bruised her. 

“I arrived at the same time the 
sheriff's deputies did. Anne was 
badly shaken and frightened when 
I got to her. I at once took _my

Third of World 


Odom Leaves Cairo for Karachi; 


Flight Finished 


CAIRO, Aug. 8 (AP)—Pilot Wil- 
liam P. Odom, a third of the 
way along on his effort to set a 
new solo record around the world, 
left Cairo today at 6:39 p.m. (11:39 
a.m,, St. Louis time) for Karachi, 
India. 

The former British Ferry Com- 
mand airman, now living in Ros- 
lyn, N. Y., was 22 hours, 46 min- 
‘utes out of Chicago, his starting 
point, as he headed into the 2200- 
mile stretch to Karachi. He was 
trying to cut to 90 hours or less 
‘the 186-hour record for a. solo 
‘flight around the world set by 
Wiley Post in 1933. He is flying 
‘the “Reynolds Bombshell,” -a con- 
verted A-26 bomber. 

Odom spent only 55 minutes fn 
‘Cairo refueling. He arrived from 


Paris at 5:44 p.m., and said he 
averaged about 350 miles an hour 
on the hop from France in per- 
fect weather. Gander, Nfld., was 
his only stop before he hit Paris. 

His flying time to Cairo was 19 
hours 20 minutes. The trip here 
covered about 6500 miles of the 
19,600-mile route he charted 
around the world. 

Odom left Chicago at 11:53 p.m. 
yesterday (St. Louis time) and 


paused briefly to take on 1200} 


gallons of gasoline at Gander. He 
said his average across the At- 
lantic was 320 miles an hour. 

Odom took off from Gander for 
his trans-Atlantic flight at 7:11 
p.m. (St. Louis time) last night 
after a five hour and 18-minute 
flight from Chicago.

CHECK INDORSED 
WITH THUMBPRINT 
OF INDIAN CORPSE 


WASHINGTON, Aug. &8 (UP)— 
The Secret Service reported today 
what it called one of its strangest 
cases—indorsement cof a $40 Gov- 
ernment pension check with the 
thumbprint of a corpse. 

In his annual report on Secret 
Service activities, Chief James J. 
Maloney told the story of a Chey- 
enna Indian woman, widow of a 
scout who guided United States 
troops during the Indian wars. 

Each month she received a $40 
pension check. Since she could 
not write, she indorsed the check 
by thumbprint in order to cash it. 

Shortly after she died her regu- 
lar pension check arrived. Rela- 
tives took the check to the funeral 
parlor where her body iay, 
smeared the thumb of her right 
hand with ink and pressed the 
check against it. Then they used 
the check to pay a grocery Bill. 

This, Maloney said, was just one 
of the 28,000 forged checks the 
Secret Service investigated in the 
12 months ended June 30. The 
forgeries aggregated $2,000,000. 
There were 2000 arrests and con- 
victions. 


WHOLESALE PRICE INDEX UP 
TO NEW POSTWAR HIGH MARK 


Rises in Steel Products and Some 
Building Materials Contribute 
to Increase, 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 8 (AP)- 
Higher prices for steel products 
and some . building. materials 
helped push the Bureau of Labor 
statistics wholesale price index up 
to a new postwar peak last week. 

At 151.3 per cent of the 1926 
average, the index was still short 
of the record of 167 in May 1920. 

It represented, however, an in- 
crease of 0.5 per cent over the 
week before, 21 per cent over the 
corresponding week a year ago, 
72.9 per cent over the correspond- 
ing week of 1937, and 37.1 per 
cent over the July 1929 average. 

Average prices of farm products 
declined 0.7 per cent last week, 
refleeting the sharp break in grain 
markets early in the week.. But 
wholesale food prices increased 
0.5 per cent. 

The average for all commodities 
other than farm products and 
foods advanced 0.7 per cent. 

Substantially higher prices were 
reported for steel products as lead- 
ing producers announced increases 
to cover increased costs, with the 
advances ranging, from about 6 
to 19 per cent, Wholesale prices 
for bituminous coal and petroleum

PETRILLO UNION'S 
RATES PICTURED 
AS HAMPERING + 


Congressman Threatens 
Court Action Over ‘I 
Don’t Remember’ Re- 
plies at Inquiry. 


LOS ANGELES, Aug. 8 (AP)— 
A broadcasting company , execu- 
tive told a House labor subcom- 
mittee that frequency modulation 
broadcasting will “not be able to 
advance” because the AFL Amer- 
ican Federation of Musicians has 
fixed exorbitant and prohibitive 
costs for its music on such pro- 
grams. 

The committee has been inquir- 
ing into various phases of Holly- 
wood labor problems connected 
with motion -pictures, television 
and kindred entertainment. 

L. A. Weiss, board chairman of 
the Mutual Broadcasting Co., told 
the subcommittee yesterday that 
James Petrillo, president of the 
AFM, has in effect barred union 
music from frequency modulation 
broadcasts. by fixing high rates. 

He testified that for 10 years his 
system has been paying the un- 
ion’s San Francisco local for 
standby musicians when, he said, 
amateurs were used, 


“The musicians’ union,” Weiss 
asserted, “is one that conducts 
itself differently than any other 
union with which we deal be- 
cause of the domination of Pe- 
trillo—a thing apart from any 
democratic process I know any- 
thing about.” 

“There should have been some 
relief under the anti-trust laws,” 
Weiss said. 

Earlier Representative Kearns 
(Rep.), Pennsylvania, a member 
of AFM, who is conducting the 
hearing, sharply criticized some 
witnesses testifying regarding tele- 
vision contracts between musicians 
and motion picture producers. He 
asserted there were “too many I 
don’t remember” answers to ques- 
tions by union witnesses, and 
threatened court action, 

Movie executives have testified 
that Petrillo insisted on inclusion 
of contract provisions against 
supplying AFM-made sound tracks 
to the television industry. 

When Maury Paul, a director of 
the musicians’ local here, said he 
didn’t remember whether Petrillo 
had insisted on an anti-television 
clause, Kearns and Irving Mce- 
Cann, committee counsel, pressed 
for a more specific reply. 

“Mr. Petrillo never, in my pres- 
ence, said the clause was a 
‘must,’” Paul said, 

“Tt is still manifestly apparent,” 
observed Kearns, “that you wit- 
nesses recall only what you want 
to remember.” 

Later in the hearing he said: 

“We're going to get to the truth 
or take court action during a re- 
cess.’ 


2 UMW ORGANIZERS 
STRIKE, CRITICIZE 
UNION AS NIGGARDLY 


District 50 Travel Allowances 
“Excessively Small,” 
Men Assert.

26. 

Since then, they said, they had 
reported at sub-regional headquar- 
ters here Dut had been given no 
assignments, This the two con- 
tended, constituted a “lock-out.” 

There was no immediate com- 
ment from union headquarters. 

However, J. Joseph Sweeney, 
who told reporters he had been 
sent here from the Richmond 
(Va.) offices of District 50 to take 
over duties formerly exercised by 
Tomlinson and °° Neitzelt, an- 
nounced he was. giving up the as- 
signment.

LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., Aug. 8 
(AP)—Russia charged today that 
the United States was guilty of 
serious violations of human rights 
as a result of the Administration’s 
campaign to remove “so-called dis- 
loyal employes from Government 


positions.” 

The charge was made by Soviet 
Representative Alexei N. Krasilni- 
kov before the Membership Com- 
mittee of the United Nations Se- 
curity Council after the United 
States had opposed Bulgaria's ap- 
plication for admission to the U.N. 

Krasilnikov, in a slashing attack 
on the United States, challenged 
the right of United States Repre- 
sentative Hayden Raynor to criti- 
cize Bulgaria, Hungary and Ro- 
mania for violation of human 
rights “when the United States 
might be open to even more seri- 
ous charges in this respect.” 

He then asked how the United 
States would like for the three ex- 
enemy states, or any other state, 
to protest against the anti-Com- 
munist drive, the “anti-labor legis- 
lation” passed by the last sesston 
of Congress or “the recent trial of 
a leader of one of the political 
parties in the U.S.A.” He said 
later he was referring to the 
recent contempt trial of Eugene 
Dennis, general secretary of the 
Communist party: 

“If this is the domestic concern 
of the U.S.A.,” he said, “I would 
like to know how the U. 8. thinks 
it can interfere in the domestic af- 
fairs of these countries which it 
is flooding with protests.” 

Raynor Defends Stand. 

Raynor replied that he felt the 
United States had ample justifi-‘ 
cation for protesting against the 
suppression of freedom by the 
three Communist-dominated gov- 
ernments. 

“We are parties to the Yalta 
agreement,” he said, “parties to 
the Potsdam agreement, members 
of the control councils—-although 
we never have been permitted to 
participate as full partners—and 
, parties to the peace treaties.” 

In a lengthy defense of the 
three ex-enemy states, Krasiini- 
kov charged that the United 
States and Britain were support- 
ing reactionary groups in those 
countries which were conspiring 
to overthrow the “truly demo- 
cratic regimes” now in power. 

He asked Brazilian Representa®* 
‘tive Henrique Souza-Gomez why 
‘he supported the United States 
criticism of Bulgaria, Romania 
and Hungary and asked how he 
- would like it if some country pro- 
tested against “the outlawing of 
one of the major parties in Brazil.” 

Souza-Gomez retorted: 

“I regret that the representa- 
tive of the U.S.S.R. is so badly in- 
formed regarding the elections in 
Brazil. 

“I do not believe the United 
' States Government ever attempt- 
ed to impose its view on other 
countries. If some countries have 
the habit of giving orders to 
neighboring countries, that is not 
the habit of the American coun- 
tries.” 

Dutch Position. 

Meanwhile, The Netherlands 
Government was reported ready to 
reject any plan for compulsory 
arbitration of the Indonesian dis- 
pute. 

Informed quarters described the 
Dutch position as follows: 

1, They already had agreed to 
accept the “good offices” of the 
United States to help settle the 
undeclared war. 

2. The Dutch have announced 
they intended to invite a num- 
ber of other governments to 
send representatives to look over 
the area. However, they are 
against a U.N. commission to 
supervise the truce. 

3. They would accept no U.N. 
commission either to mediate or 
arbitrate the dispute, 

The Netherlands’ views were 
made known as the Security

The new equipment 
gives the atation a reliable send- 
ing radius of approximately 50 
miles, although more distant re- 
ception was recorded under favor- 
able conditions in test telecasts 
recently. 
These tests have shown “clear 
pictures and excellent sound re- 
ception within a radius of approx- 
imately 50 miles of St. Louis,” 
Burbach reported, : 
“The technical setup of KSD- 
TV is finished as far as we can 
go in the use of the latest 
equipment at this time,” he said. 
“You may look forward to a 
constant improvement in telecasts 
of sporting, amusement, religious 
and educational events, spot news 
pictures and — later — motion pic- 
tures of the major news of each 
day.” The station already has a 
mobile unit capable of sending to 
the station from distances up to 
10 miles, he said. 

Others on Program. 
Other speakers on the dedica- 
tion program included Acting 
Mayor Charles HE, Albanese, Rob- 
ert L. Coe, sales manager for 
Union Electric Co. and program 
chairman for the television expo- 
sition to be held here in Novem- 
ber: another Robert L. Coe, chief 
engineer for KSD-TV; Niles 
Trammell, president of N.B.C.;

A -partial tert of Winston 
Churchill’s House of Commons 
speech opposing the Labor 
Government's emergency 
powers bill follows: _ 

OBJECT to being asked to give 
| reinforcement to those powers 

which, in the two years they 
had been operating since the end 
of the war, had done more to 
frustrate than to help forward 
Britain’s recovery. 

The Government used their ma- 
jority in 1945 to brush aside our 
request for a two years’ period 
and insisted on these powers rul- 
ing for five years which, also, was 
the normal fife of the Parliament. 

These powers are a negation of 
British freedom and the British 
way of living in time of peace.... 

We think 'on the whole they 
have been injurious, even in the 
first two years after the war. We 
also consider that, after every al- 
lowance has been made for the 
difficulties of the aftermath (of 
war) and of our national fatigue, 
the main cause of at least half of 
our troubles has arisen from the 
partisan policies and administra- 
tive incompetence of the Govern- 
ment. 

Doubts Their Fair Play. 

We have no confidence in their 
ability and, apart from wartime 
memories amongst some of us, we 
find it difficult to trust their 
sense of fair play....

The report was submitted to 
United States District Judge A\l- 
bert A. Ridge, who, in accordance 
with his custom, suppressed the 
indictment pending the arrest of 
the person or persons indicted. 

Following submission of its re- 
port, the jury recessed until Aug. 
19. 

The jury voted late yesterday 
to indict certain persons, the 
Post-Dispatch learned. Jurors 
were expected to add to the list 
Guring its session today. It was 
presumed that the indictments 
involved persons of the Twenty- 
first precinct of the Second ward 
since the jury's inquiry has been 
centered there during the last 
three days. 

Ward Boss's Brother Heard. 

The Second Ward is dominated 
politically by Henry McKissick, 
tavern owner and veteran Demo- 
cratic factional boss. Most of the 
71 defendants under state’ vote 
fraud charges are from his ward, 
as are six of 11 defendants pre- 
viously ingicted by the federal 
jury. Robert McKissick, precinct 
captain of the twenty-first pre- 
cinct and brother of the ward 
boss, was among those testifying 
before the federal jury in its cur- 
rent investigation. Henry McKis- 
sick was not called on to testify. 

Witnesses who had been sup- 
penaed from the eleventh precinct 
of the. First Ward, in the heart 
of the political bailiwick con- 
trolied by Charlies’ Binaggio, 
gambler and head of an Italian 
Democratic faction, were excused 
late yesterday until the jury re- 
convenes when it became appar- 
ent that the investigation of the 
Second Ward precinct would oc- 
cupy the remainder of this ses- 
Rion. 

Judge Ridge yesterday heard ar- 
guments attacking the validity of 
the indicements returned July 11 
against five defendants from the 
tenth precinct of the First ward. 
They included Morris (Snagy 
Klein, the Democratic precinct 
captain. 

Ira B. McLaughlin. obtained as 
counsel for most of>the defend- 
ants both in state and federal 
courts through the intercession of 
ward bosses, maintained the Fed- 
eral Government lacks jurisdic- 
tion over the conduct of primary 
elections. 

“I suggest that this be submit- 
ted to the Attorney Géneral for 
his opinion,” McLaughlin stated. 

At this point, Judge Ridge in- 
terrupted, saying, “This court does 
not intend to submit matters of 
this court to the Attorney General 
for opinion.” 

McLaughlin asked also for a bill 
of particulars so his clients 
“would thot be surprised by the 
Government's testimony.” 

The Government's statement, 
which cited legal precedent for 
federal investigation of primary 
elections in which a congressional 
office was involved, was presented 
by William Paisley, an assistant 
attorney general, one of-two sent 
here by Attorney General Tom C. 
Ciark at the request of Richard 
K. Phelps, commissioned special 
assistant attorney general in 
charge of the federal vote-fraud 
investigation. 


Ruling Next Monday. 

Judge Ridge, who in impaneling 
the grand jury last July 8, cited 
specific statutes under which it 
might proceed in investigating 
the primary election, said he would 
give a written ruling on the mo- 
tions next Monday. 


The federal! investigation centers 
around irregularities at the polls 
in the Fifth Congressional District 
when Enos A. Axtell, a political 
unknown, defeated Congressman 
Roger C. Slaughter for the Demo- 
cratic nomination with the back- 
ing of President Truman and the 
remnants of the Pendergast or- 
ganization. AxteH was beaten in 
the general] election by Albert L.

a new record of 60,079,000 in July, 
the Census Buréau reported today. 
Jobleseness climbed also, reach- 
ing 2,584,000 as students sought 
summer work and = graduates 
hunted their first jobs, This was 
29,000 above June. 

The month was the second in 
which the working force topped 
60,000,000, the. “full employment” 
goal as defined by former Vice 
President Henry A. Wallace. July 
employment topped June, the pre- 
vious high, by 24,000 workers. 
Counting those in the armed 
forces, the nation’s July total of 
job holders was 62,664,000. 

The Census Bureau noted that 
in June end July employment “is 
at a summer peak and includes 
many seasonal and part time 
workers.” Agricultural employ- 
ment declined 310,000 from June 
but this was more than offset by 
gains in the non-farm working 
force.

PERSEID METEORS 
TO APPEAR VERY 
EARLY TUESDAY 


To Be Brightest in 4 Hours 
Just After Midnight Mon- 
day, Professor Says. 


The Perseid meteors, which an- 
nually make their appearance in 
the summer skies, will reach their 
maximum brilliance between mid- 
night Monday and 4 a.m. Tuesday, 


Dr. Florence Robertson, assistant 
professor of geophysics at St. 
Louis University, said today. 

The meteors, which should ap- 
pear at the rate of about one a 
minute during this period, are 
more easily visible in suburban. 
areas away from,the city lights 
and resemble shooting stars, Dr. 
Robertson said. The Perseid me- 
teors move around the sun at right 
angles to the path traveled by the 
earth, and are named for the 
constellation Perseus, which is in 
the sky at this time of the year 
directly below Cassiopeia’s Chair. 

The Perseid meteors follow the 
orbit of .Tuttle’s Comet of 1862, 
become visible to the naked eye 
at about 70 miles above the earth 
and are brightest in the northeast 
portion of the sky. Although they 
will reach a climax of their bril- 
liance next Monday and Tuesday, 
they will be on display to some 
extent until Aug. 21.

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PICK FLOOD PLAN ASSAILED 
AS MENACE TO THE VALLEY 


Farmers’ Union Leader Says It Will Destroy 
Chance*of Putting Thousands of Acres 
| : in Production. 


By a Special Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 


SIOUX CITY, Ia., Aug. 8—Gen 
Lewis A. Pick’s plan for flood con- 
trol in the lower Missouri river 
basin was condemned as a menace 
to the people of the valley by Ben- 


ton J, Stong of the National 
Farmers’ Union, chairman of the 
Regional Committee for an MVA, 
speaking “today to Nebraska and 
Iowa Industrial Union Councils, in 
session here. 

Stong declared that the engi- 
neering works comprised in the 
Pick plan were not only uneco- 
nomical but a positive detriment. 

“When the cost of the Pick plan, 
recently supported by President 
Truman, is finally footed up,” he 
said, “it will he enormously larger 
than the dollars wasted. The cost 
will include wasted resources and 
lost opportunity worth billions. 


Tens of Thousands Job Loss. 


“Tt will mean tens of thousands 
of fewer jobs for workmen in the 
Missouri basin. It will include 
500,000 to 1,000,000 acres of the 
richest farm lands along the Mis- 
souri in Iowa, Nebraska and Mis- 
souri. It will include loss of the 
opportunity to irrigate and bring 
into production millions of acres 
of dry land. It will mean the loss 
of industrial opportunity, reliable 
navigation and an enormous hy- 
dro-electric power potential. 

“Army works on the lower Mis- 
souri to date have cost us “Zar 
more than the $300,000,000 or more 
spent from the Treasury. Prob- 
ably a half-billion dollars or more 
of the direct losses from Missouri 
river floods since 1930 are directly 
chargeable to their handiwork, for 
their works have been directly re- 
sponsible for increasing the level 
of floods and extent of flooding in 
the lower Missouri river. Crests 
have been pushed up as much as 
six feet, 

“This is not a sidewalk fore- 
man’s conjecture. It is a fact sub- 
stantiated by the gaging records 
of the United States Geological 
Survey. The Army’s restriction of 
the Missouri river channel caused 
the recent 1947 flood to be six feet 
higher at Hermann, Mo., than it 
would have been otherwise—and 
like increases in the 
height at least back ta®?Omaha. 

“All the floods since the Army 
started operating on the lower 
Missouri have been heightened, 
and damage increased, by their 
tragic expenditures of money. 
Given a tfew more hundred mil- 
lions of dollars, and they are go- 
ing to be able to increase their 
devastation. 

“The Pick plan, for which Presi- 
dent Truman asked appropria- 
tions, will drown out a potential 
of 12 to 15 billion kilowatt hours 


of electricity annually in the low- 
er Missouri river.” 


Loss of Electric Power . 


Stong said the Pick plan did 
not contemplate producing any 
hydro-electric power on the main 
stem of the Missouri below Sioux 
City. He cited a statement of 
Lester C. Walker, engineer for 
the Federal Power Commission at 
Chicago. Walker said “the 1,600,- 
000 kilowatts provided by the 
Pick-Sloan plan is less than one- 
half of the total potential power 
of the basin.” He estimated an 
average annual potential genera- 
tion of billion kilowatt hours. 

Walker cited the fall of 770 
feet from a South Dakota point 
to the mouth of the Missouri, es- 
timating it would furnish 10 to 15 
million kilowatt hours of energy 
annually. . The Pick-Sloan plan, 
Stong said, provides only two 
power installations in that stretch 
of the river, with two dams in 
South Dakota, salvaging less than 
10 per cent of the potential; no 
power would be developed in the 
Iowa-Nebraska and Missouri 
reaches. 

“The loss of that power will be 
a charge against the Army plan 
far greater than the value of the 
power, which itself would do much 
to repay the cost of adequate 
flood ’ protection,” he said. 

Walker was quoted as saying 
that low-cost power would create 
its own market, and would de- 
velop agriculture, industry and 
commerce. 

“Walker's statement can be sup- 
ported,” Stong said, “by experience 
in the Tennessee Valley, in the 
Northwest, in every area where 
cheap power has been developed. 
It invariably triggers industrial 
expansion. 


“Guise of Emergency.” 

“The Missouri river affords this 
basin an opportunity to develop a 
great power reservoir, while stop- 
ping floods and making other 
uses of the river. 

“But all that must go on the 
loss side, along* with hundreds of 
thousands of acres of fertile lands, 
a dependable navigation channel, 
4 or 5 million acres of new irriga- 
tion, speeded soil conservation, in- 
creased recreation, tens of thou- 
sands of potential jobs and many 
other advantages in a true. de- 
velopment plan, if Gen, Pick’s 
plan is jammed down the throats 
of the people of the valley under 
the guise of an emergency. 

“The only emergency that the 
Pick plan will meet is that of the 
power companies, the railroads 
and other vested interests who 
know that it is urgent for them to 
get the river cluttered up tmmedi- 
ately, before the people win their 
fight as they inevitably will, for 
an MVA and full development of 
the river's useful purposes.” 


GEN. EAKER WARNS 


OF U5. DEFEAT IN 


NEXT WORLD WAR 


Retiring Air Force Of- 
ficer Says Fewer Than 
300,000 in Planes Could 
Take Country. 


LOS ANGELES, Aug. 8 (AP)— 
The United States, if it pursues its 
present course, will be involved in 
a third world war, Lt. Gen. Ira 
Eaker, deputy commander of the 
Army Air Forces said yesterday. 

“And we won't be on the win- 
ning side,” he added. 

Gen, Eaker, soon to retire after 
30 years of service, struck out at 
some members of Congress as he 
addressed a session of the Inati- 
tute of Aeronautical Science. 

He said he had “defended 13 air 
force budgets before Congress,” 
and recalled that Congress in 1939 
reduced “an already meager 150- 
plane appropriation” to one calling 
for only 52. Then he added: 

“Last year those same old men 
were still there in Congress—men 
who would have. been eliminated 
in any other nation because of 
their appallingly bad judgment.” 

Gen, Eaker demanded that the 
nation keep strong forces ready, 
well prepared and alert. Within 
90 days after the start of World 
War III, he declared, the regular 
first line defenders will be gone 
and only adequate reserves can 
save America then. 

Eaker said that any attack 
launched against the United States 
must come over the Arctic 

“World War III will conbist of 
a short, sharp, paralyzing bom- 
bardment, followed by an immedi- 
ate airborne invasion,” he de 
clared. “Fewer then 300,000 men 
could descend under silk and take. 
this country.”

Eaker proposed the United States 
install a “fence” of radar warning 
devices along the Arctic circle. 

"We need a better modern 
weapon,” he said, adding that “we 
stand today in relation to the 
supersonic weapon where the 
Wright brothers stood in 1903 in 
relation to aviation.”

“The ceriter’s ability to place 
these families is remote.

“Vhere were 397 new applicants 
for living quarters in July, or an 
average of 15.8a day. Total num- 
ber of listings received was 262, 
or 1048 a day.

In the magistrate courts, the 
number of eviction suits filed is 
growing steadily. Yesterday saw 
the filing of six new cases, bring- 
ing the total for the month .to 39, 
considerably more than were filed 
before the new federal law went 
into effect.

Act as Arbiters. 


“In this type of case,” McKenna 
said, “we magistrates try to act as 
referees or arbiters. We try to 
balance the relative urgencies of 
the tenant and landlord to see 
which will suffer the greater 
hardship from ouf decision. We 
try to make the landlord appre- 
clate the true extent of the hous- 
ing emergency and we want to 
know what prospect the tenant 
has of finding:other quarters. In 
my case, at least, I want to know 
whether either party is a veteran, 
since I am a veteran myself. The 
upshot of most such cases is a 
consent judgment on which we 
stay execution for 60 or 90 days 
to give the tenant additional time 
in which to find a new home.” 


It is a matter of public policy 
with the magistrates to require 
unmistakable proof before they 
will evict tenants on the grounds 
they are committing a nuisancé 
or that the owner wishes to re- 
model, .

TRUMAN SIGNS 
BILL ENDING CURBS 
UN GREDIT NOV. 


Says He Regrets That 
Congress Did Not Con- 
tinue Power to Regu- 
late Easy Payments.

WASHINGTON, Aug & (AP) 
President Truman signed legisia- 
tion today killing all controls on 
installment buying Nov. 1, 1947. 

The President said he regretted 
that Congress did not follow the 
recommendation of the Federal 
Reserve Board and of the Council 
of Economic Advisers “by enacting 
legislation to provide for continu- 
ing as jong as necessary regulation 
of consumer credit as a means of 
helping to promote economic sta- 
bility.” 

Truman had asked for specific 
peacetime authority to regulate 
the American institution known 
as the “easy payment plan,” as a 
bulwark against inflationary ten- 
dencies. Instead, Congress sent 
him a bill intended to force an 
end to credit curbs in three 
months. 


Truman's Statement. 


In a statement the President 
said: 

“It is unfortunate that the Con- 
gress did not . provide for re- 
*traints on over-expansion of in- 
stallment credit in order to dimin- 
ish inflationary pressures arising 
from this source. 


“Continuation for the next three | 


months of present controls, as now 
provided under regulation W of 
the Federal Reserve Board, has, 
however, been permitted and im- 
plied by the Congress and this is 
preferable to immediate abandon- 
ment of these restraints. For that 
reason .I have signed the joint 
resolution. 

“Not only during the next three 
months while the controls remitin 
in full force and effect but for an 
indefinite period thereafter, it will 
be in the public interest for every 
merchant and financial agency ex- 
tending installment credit to avoid 
undue relaxation of terms. 
be far better to reduce prices rath- 
er than to relax terms in seeking 
new customers. Self-restraint on 
the part of those who use credit 
as well as upon the part of those 
who extend it will reduce the dan- 
ger of an over-expansion of install- 
ment credit which would inev- 
itably be followed by severe con- 
traction, thereby contributing to 
unemployment and to reduced pro- 
duction.” 

The restraints on installment 
buying were imposed in wartime 
under economic control authority 
within the Trading-With-the-En- 
emy Act. The President said that 
under the circumstances he felt 
there should be specific peacetime 
authority from Congress, if the 
curbs were to continue. 


Existing Rules. 


Existing controls require one- 
third down payment, with the in- 
stallments running no longer than 
15 months, on automobiles, stoves, 
mechanical dish washers, ironers, 
refrigerators, washing machines, 
— and some other goods. 

20 per cent down payment, 
siti installments limited to 15 
months, is required for furniture 
and rugs. 

Under the new legislation, the 
President could restore the con- 
trols after Nov. 1, if he declared 
a new national emergency or in 
time of war. 

Truman also signed legislation 
continuing until Jan. 1, 1948, the 
present law exempting the service 
pay of Army and Navy enlisted 
personnel from federal income 
taxes. 

The law continues until the 
same date the old provision . ex- 
empting the first $1500 of an of- 
ficer’'s pay from income tax lia- 
bility. These special exemptions 
for service personne] were en- 
acted in the, war and Congress 
continued them on the. theory 
that they would help to attract 
men to the military service. ~

TRUMAN SIGNS SUGAR QUOTA 
BILL FOR TIMES OF SURPLUS 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8 (AP)— 
President Truman today ‘signed 
legislation ‘ establishing sugar 
quotas for use in times of surplus. 
Simultaneously he made public a 
letter from Secretary of State 
Marshall intended te allay any 
fears that the legislation might be 
construed as an “unfriendly act.” 

Marshall wrote the President 
that he had been “impressed by 
the fears expressed in certain 
quarters” that one section of the 
act constituted an “economic 
threat to sugar-supplying nations 
of this hemisphere.” ; 

This section is to the effect that 
if any foreign country denies fair 
and equitable treatment to United 
States nationals the Secretary of 
State has authority to reduce its 
quotas under the sugar act. 

“I wish to emphasize the per- 
missive provision of section 202 
(E) of the act do not refer to 
basic quotas, but rather give dis- 
cretion to withhold an increase in 
the quotas under certain condf- 
tions,” Marshall wrote. “It is 
quite incorrect to interpret this 
section as maveving an unfriendly 
act. "

In Agreement on Offensive 
To Set Up a ‘Free Macedonia’ 


In View of This Conclusion, the British De- 
cision to Contract Its Commitments 
Takes On Alarming Aspect—England’s 
Plight Tempts Kremlin. ©

First, the Soviet Union is 


the most critical character. 

Second, the slowness of Amer- 
ican succor for a desperate Brit- 
ain and Europe has permitted 
critical weakening of the Western 
world’s power to resist these ag- 
gressions if they are finally or- 
dered by the Kremlin. 


It is, of course, in the Greek 
situation that the first fact is 
most apparent. The American 
State Department and British For- 
eign Office have been in consulta- 
tion for some time on the mean- 
ing of the various moves on the 
puppet side of the Greek frontier. 
And it can now be stated on ex- 
cellent authority that a decidedly 
threatening significance is tenta- 
tively ascribed to these goings and 
comings in Bulgaria and Yugo- 
slavia. 

The evidence for this tentative 
conclusion, so far as it has been 
disclosed, consists of items of in- 
formation like the pieces of a puz- 
zie. For example, it is now known 
that Yugoslavia has recruited and 
trained a Macedonian brigade 
from dissident Greek Macedon- 
‘fans, and has incorporated this 
unit in the Yugoslav army. The 
brigade is now reported stationed 
at Bitolj, in position for a move 
to “liberate the fatherland” if 
need be. At Sofia, in Bulgaria, 
“free” Macedonians have been 
holding rallies for an independent 
Macedonia. And on several lev- 
els, culminating in the recent talks 
between Marsha! Tito and Georget 
Dimitrov, representatives of the 
Yugoslav and Bulgarian govern- 
ments have been in busy confer- 


ence. 
Cenclusion Reached. 


These and other bits of infor- 
mation have been fitted into the 
final conclusion, which is that an 
offensive to establish a “free 
Macedonia” is now contemplated, 
- It is thought that Tito and Dimi- 
trov agreed on plans for this ef- 
fort. 

It is thought further that the 

frontiers and organization of the 

new “free Macedonia” have al- 
ready been decided on. If the 
contemplated moves are undertak- 
en and succeed, the “free Mace- 
donian” capital will certainly be 
at Salonika, and it is considered 
probable that Tito and Dimitrov 
mean to supplement the territory 
of the new state with small por- 
tions of Yugoslav and Bulgarian 
territory. It is assumed further 
that the plans include the even- 
tual establishment of a greater 
south Slav federation, comprising 
ali the Kremlin's Balkan puppets, 
im which the new Macedonian 
“state” would play a role similar 
to Albania's. 

As stated above, these conclu- 
sions are, of course, only tenta- 
tiver and certain American ana- 
lysts tend to dissent. The prob- 
able truth is that the plans de-

The truth is that in their ap- 
palling economic situation, the 
British Government had been 
consistently acting on the most 
hopeful assumptions, Now that 
events have instead substantiated 
all the gloomiest forecasts, the 
British are confronted with the 
catastrophic prospect of exhaus- 
tion of their resources for buying 
food and raw materials abroad be- 
fore the Marshall plan can come 
into operation. 

The result has been the series 
of enfergency cabinet and Labor 
party meetings, at which a gen- 
eral contraction of British com- 
mitments has necessarily been 
agreed on. The worst of it evi- 
dently is that plans for. this con- 
traction include withdrawal of the 
expensive garrison in Greece, as 
well as reduction of the British 
troops in Italy. The American 
Government has long been noti- 
fied that these moves would have 
to be made eventually, but in the 
face of the possibility of another 
push by the Kremlin, the timing 
could hardly be worse. 

None the less, there are two 
hopeful aspects of the situation. 
First, the British finally are fac- 
ing the harsh realities of their 
position, which in the long run 
may be healthy if the United 
States does its part. Second, in 
the event of an open threat of 
another Kremlin push, both gov- 
ernments are understood to have 
agreed already, in principle, to 
display the utmost firmness. 

The plight of Britain’ must ob- 
viously tempt the Kremlin, as 
does the chaos in Greece. Yet, 
if the leaders of the Soviet 
Union are aware that true 
firmness eventually will be 
encountered, they can be counted 
on to be cautious in the end. 
Lenin once remarked that certain 
situations had to be “probed with 
bayonets,” but the implication of 
this was that if the bayonets 
struck anything unyielding, it was 
time to call a halt. 


US. Outlay for Year Indicated 
As Close to Truman Estimates 


RESIDENT TRUMAN'S latest statement on the budget has 
bolstered indications that federal spending this fiscal year—as 
the Administration adds it up—will be close to the original White 


House estimate of $37,500,000,000. 


Truman in a statement read at 
his press conference late yester- 
day announced that he has or- 
dered a “detailed and exhaustive” 
study of federal outlays and in- 
come. When this is completed he 
will issue a review and analysis 
of “all the facts,” presumably in 
the customary mid-August budget 
review. 

Administration budget officials, 
immediately after Congress ad- 
journed, said that despite numer- 
ous cuts in appropriations the Gov- 
ernment probably will spend fair- 
ly close to the §37,500,000,000 esti- 
mated by Truman last January. 

Truman yesterday inferentially 
challenged the economy claims of 
the Republican Congress-—an issue 
that promises to figure in next 
year's presidential campaign. 

“None of the predictions I have 
geen” give any proper picture of 
federal spending in the new fiscal 
year, the President’s statement 
said. 

Republican economy claims, dis- 
puted by the Democrats, range 
variously up to $6,600,000,000 for 
the fiscal year, which began July 1. 

Administration aids said today 
their further studies of the new 
legislation bear out the previous 
conclusion reached by the budget 
officials. 

They calculate that the congres- 
sional savings amount to about 
$1,600,000,000, but that additional 
costs—not foreseen when Congress 
began work in January—will eat 
up a sizable part of that, 

The new expenditures include 
the $400,000,000 Greek-Turkish aid 
program, and the virtual certainty 
of Britain using perhaps $500,000,- 
000 more of its loan’ that was 
budgeted for this year. 

The text of President Truman’s 
statement:

“Among the other facts to be 
determined is the actual effect of 
rescissions upon expenditures dur- 
ing the fiscal year, since a large 
part of the rescissions made by 
Congress were in funds which 
would not oo been spent any- 
way. 

“What is moat important, how- 
ever, is the fact that none of the 
predictions I have seen have prop- 
erly related congressional changes 
in appropriations to estimated ex- 
penditures for 1948. In the last 
analysis, the American people are 
more interested in how much their 
government will actually spend 
during this fiscal year than they 
are in shifts and changes in the 
appropriations structure.

U.S. Possess? 


Guesses Are Not 
Enough, Congress 
Should Authorize 
an Inventory.

UST how much oil does this 
country possess in its known 
oil reserves? How much coal? 


to know but we do not. Many peo- 
ple have made many bad guesses, 
but guesses are not enough. Even 
a penny-pinching Congress ought 
to realize the ultimate economy to 
the country in knowing what we 
have and then in determining how 
these resources can be best used 
for the economic welfare and the 
defense of the country. Congress 
shenld authorize an inventory of 
our coal, oil and gas resources. 

These three fuels, to a very large 
degree, are supplementary and in- 
terchangeable, Also to a consider- 
able extent, all three are found 
in the same areas. Since they en- 
ter into interstate commerce, they 
are subject to proper regulation 
by the Congress. Should oil be 
used for less than its best uses, 
if there is coal available? Should 
either coal or oil be used if gas 
is escaping into the air, as it has 
done to the extent of hundreds of 
millions of cubic feet, if that gas 
can be induced into pipes and 
sold? 

Just as we are amazed at the 
wanton destruction that former 
generations permitted of forests 
which, if properly lumbered, would 
still be supplying us with wood 
that we need, so will future gen- 
erations be appalled when they 
consider the wanton and criminal 
waste that we are permitting of 
our energies. And yet there has 
not been enough statesmanship 
shown in either branch of Con- 
gress to indicate that a single 
member cares enough about this 
tremendously important domestic 
issue to insist upon the course of 
action that would be obvious to 
an individual if his personal in- 
terests were involved.

Arthur Horner, Red; Thinks the Whole World 
Will Turn Communistic, Asserts U.S. Is 
Staging Last Fight of Capitalism.

RTHUR HORNER, who: holds the key to Britain's coal crisis, 
is seeking inspiration these days from Lenin. 
That is what the 53-year-old boss of Britain’s miners told 


me in an exclusive interview a few hours before he was to recom- 
mend what the miners should do in response to the Government's 
request that they work a half-hour longer day. 


Welsh-born Horner, who is 
general secretary of the National 
Union of Mine Workers, looks to 
Lenin for a simple reason. Horner 
is a Communist. 

At a meeting of the miner's 
union executive committee’ § in 
London later today, Horner is ex- 
pected to recommend to the 
miners that they accede to the 
Government request for overtime 
work, in order to produce the 
250,000 more tons of coal a week 
needed to meet the annual target 
of 200 million tons. It has been 
a hard decision for him to make. 

I brought up the subject of 
Lenin, as we sat together in 
Horner’s dingy little office in a 
gray building across the Thames 
from .the Houses of Parliament. 

“I see you have a bust of Lenin 
on your bookcase,” I observed, 

Horner, a small man, dressed in 
a blue serge suit and white shirt, 
smiled behind his horn-rimmed 
Spectacles as he turned around 
in his chair to look at the white 
porcelain head. 

Advice of Lenin. 

“Yes, I’ve been looking at him 
a lot these last couple of days,” he 
said, “while I struggled with my 
decision on the coal crisis, You 
know, he’s the guy who said when 
you've got a steep hill to climb 
it’s sometimes better to go up 
zigzag instead of straight. 

“IT think maybe that’s what it 
will be if I have to recommend 
an eight-hour-day to the miners. 
But it will be the first retreat 
I've recommended in 20 years.” 

Horner said that the 7%-hour 
day worked by the miners at 
present is the equivalent of a 9- 
hour-day in the United States 
since British miners don’t get the 
advantage of portal to portal pay. 

Comment on John L, Lewis, 

I asked Horner what he thought 
of John L. Lewis, 

He said: “I know him, I think 
he is a very clever trade union 
leader, who has done a lot for 
the miners of America.” 

He added that Lewis had been 


able to exploit the economic situa- 
tion for the American miners “as 


everyone else in America is doing” 
in a way it is impossible to do in 
England. “We are so much 
smaller here that if we tried that 
it would inevitably react against 
other workers. We haven't the 
margins you have in America.” 

Up to now, the miner’s union, in 
co-operation with the Government, 
has been trying to increase coal 
production—the master key to so- 
lution of Britain’s economic crisis 
—by recruiting more workers. To 
produce 200 million tons of coal a 
year without working longer hours 
would require increasing the mine 
labor force from its present 719,- 
000 tae 730,000, said Horner. 


Recruiting and Losses, 


Recruiting is a slow process, 
however, because of what Horner 
calls the “Four D’s” that charac- 
terize mining — “dirty, difficult, 
dark and dangerous.” 

The mine labor force has been 
increased from its January figure 
of 692,000 to its present 719,000, 
but to achieve that net gain of 
27,000 meant recruiting 60,000. This 
follows, according to Horner, be- 
cause miners lose on an average 
of 70,000 men yearly from old age, 
accidents, sickness and s0 on, 

Horner said the lowest-paid sur- 
face workers in the British coal 
miners get $18 a week. The lowest- 
paid underground workers get $20 
a week, the highest-paid under- 
grounders average $32.80 a week 
at piece work, .counting their 
bonuses. 

I asked whether there was any 
significance in the fact that Hor- 
ner had only the bust of Lenin, 
and none of Stalin. “Are you a 
Trotskyite Communist?” I asked. 

“Indeed not,” he answered. “I 
am an orthodox Communist. I just 
don’t happen to have a bust of 
Stalin.” 

Views on British Government. 

Horner, who was in Russia last 
in 1938, has some decided views on 
Britain's present government. 
“They haven't got Socialism here. 
They have an application of capi- 
talist principles under state con-

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World Bank 
Lends Dutch 
9195, 000,000 


Specifies None of 
Money Can Be 
Used in Strife- 
Torn Indies. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8 (AP). 


HE World Bank granted The 

Netherlands Government a 

$195,000,000 loan yesterday, but 
specified that none of the money 
can be spent in the strife-torn 
Netherlands East Indies. 

Stressing its impartiality, the 
bank said the credit, the second 
since it began operations 18 
months ago, will be used exclusive- 
ly to reconstruct productive facili. 
ties in The Netherlands homeland. 

“None of the proceeds will be 
applied to The Netherlands Fast 
Indies nor for military purposes,” 
an announcement said. 

However, the bank noted that 
the “beclouded economic rela- 
tions” with the Dutch East Indies 
had shut off a “valuable pre-war 
source of raw materials and in- 
come” making it necessary for 
Holland to seek outside help 

The Netherlands was one of the 
last European countries to be | 
liberated, the bank pointed out, 
and restoration of its economy will 
“contribute materially to the re- 
covery of Europe as a whole.” 

The Dutch ‘may buy wherever 
they want with the funds, but a 
“large amount of equipment and 
raw materials as well as a number 
of ships” will be bought in the 
United States. 

Repayment of principal begins 
in 1952 at a “modest rate.” It is 
to be repaid in full in 25 years. 

Because of its growing dollar 
shortage, The Netherlands has be- 
gun to liquidate asseta owned in 
the United Stutes by its nationals, 

Embassy officials said about 
8 ea worth already has been 
sold. 

The bank is expected to grant 
two additional loan requests next 
week—$50,000,000 to Denmark and 
from $10,000,000 to $15,000,000 to 
Luxembourg. 

The Netherlands originally 
sought $535,000,000 fora three-year 
rehabilitation program.

These Are the Displaced 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I have just finished reading a letter 
in the Post-Dispatch of Aug. 5, by one 
who signs himself George Rossi, on the 
subject of displaced persons in Europe. 

Mr. Rossi says “these people tried to 
sweet-talk you with one hand and stick 
a knife in your back with the other— 
how the women would offer themselves 
for cigarettes, candy or money, then 
try to pump you for information on lo- 
cation of troops, etc.” 

Surely Mr. Rossi is not speaking of 
the thousands of persons who are now 
in the DP. camps of Europe, 

“I spent three months in Germany on 
an official mission—to study the so- 
called “displaced persons” in these 
camps. I saw no such persons as Mr, 
Rossi refers to. If he means Nazi spies 
or Nazi sympathizers-—let him say so. 
These are not—and were not-—‘dis- 
placed persons.” 

> 7 * ? 

The people I saw were the pitiful 
remnants of the millions whom the 
Nazis slaughtered. I saw women and 
children who had been branded by the 
same Nazis who killed our American 
soldiers. I sometimes feel that I can 
see and smell the burning flesh of the 
victims of the Nazis—-the parents, sis- 
ters and brothers of those who remain 
and now have no home to which they 
can return. That's what makes them 
“displaced.” 

I attended the war criminal trials at 
Dachau, Germany. I heard these “dis- 
placed persons” testify against the Nazi 
brutality. I heard Catholic priests and 
Protestant ministers testify to the 
horrors they witnessed and suffered, I 
heard Jews describe the tortures to 
which they were subjected. 

I stood under a sign erected at 
Dachau by our own troops which said: 
“This area is dedicated as a shrine to 
the 238,000 persons who were burned 
to death here. Please do not destroy.” 
The remnants of, these “burned-to- 
death” people are the “displaced per- 
eons,” and not the people Mr. Rossi 
describes. 

* * . 

I saw children in these displaced-per- 
fons camps who would not eat fresh 
vegetables because “fresh vegetables 
have been fertilized by the bones of our 
parents.” I spoke to displaced children 
who would not use soap because “soap 
is made from the fat of our mothers.” 

These are the displaced persons of 
Europe. So are the hundreds of un- 
derground fighters who fought so brave- 
ly behind the enemy lines and whose 
pabotage of the Nazis saved many 
American lives. They are the displaced 
persons now. The enemy destroyed 
everything they had. 

I talked with thousands of people in 
the course of my survey of displaced 
persons, They are fine and heroic men, 
women and children who are in desper- 
ate need of help now because the same 
enemy we fought was also their enemy. 
He left their homes in ruins and their 
families in ashes and fertilizer. 

. * * 


I am sad at heart when I read letters 
guch as Mr. Rossi's. Not for the dis- 
placed persons: Their plight is so tragic 
mere sadness is not enough. I am sad 
for an American who follows the think- 
ing of a Mr. Rossi against the word of 
Gen. Marshall, Gen. Eisenhower, church- 
men of all faiths and thousands of citi- 
zens who are:sick at heart at the plight 
of the forgotten men and women and 
children of Europe who are stuck in 
the throat of international politics and 
seemingly cannot be disgorged. 

The only difference now seems to be 
that the fires have died out in the foul 
crematories of European concentration 
camps and the gas no longer flows in 
the gas chambers. The people who 
would have been the victims of these 
camps are now dying of dry rot as dis- 
placed persons instead of being con- 
sumed by flames or choked by gases. 

The America of Mr, Rossi is not the 
America which became so great and so 
strong as the place of asylum of those 
who sought liberty and freedom. That's 
what the displaced persons of Europe 
want: liberty and freedom and dignity. 

> * . 

May God grant us the insight into 
their plight that will help us solve one 
of the great tragedies of the war. Let 
us not destroy the handful of people 
the Nazis couldn't quite get around to 
because the Allied troops came in be- 
fore they could finish the work, 

The displaced persons are the pitiful 
people the Post-Dispatch displayed in 
pictures when Mr, Pulitzer, its editor, 
saw with his own eyes what the Nazis 
had left alive in concentration camps. 

I, too,.am a veteran—and I say Mr. 
Rossi is wronmg—dead wrong.

It’s Not Coincidental 


When Howard Hughes asked Senator Brew- 
ster some pointed questions, the man being 
imvestigated was: investigating an investigator. 
It should have been a refreshing spectacle. 
Unfortunately, Senator Brewster did not supply 
all the right answers. 

The chairman of the War Investigating Com- 
mittee did concede that he sponsored a bill to 
merge all overseas airlines into a monopoly or 
“chosen instrument.” He did admit that Pan 
American Airways was particularly interested 
in this measure. Then he dodged. 

“Is it not true,’ Mr, Hughes wanted to know, 
“that if this bill were passed, the stockholders 
of Pan American would end up in control of 
the single airline?” 

“It is absolutely not true,” replied Senator 
Brewster. He added that stock in the monopoly 
would be offered to railroads, shipping firms 
and domestic airlines, and to “overseas facili- 
ties of the airlines which would be taken over.” 

This is no answer. It is more emphatic than 
accurate.’ It is an attempt to mislead by an 
incomplete reference to a devious bill. 

Naturally the legislation seems to guard 
against one-sided control of the monopoly air- 
line. It would apportion 55 per cent of the 
stock among domestic air, rail and shipping 
lines. No person could hold more than 3 per 
cent of the total stock. | 
" But-there is a joker. The original stock 
would be issued in proportion to the total 
assets of the international airlines. And an 
“international” airline is defined as one which 
obtains the “major portion” of its revenue and 
traffic from overseas flights. 

This lets out Mr. Hughes’ Trans World Air- 
line and seven other domestig lines operating 
abroad. It lets in Pan American, as the didest 
and largest overseas carrier, with a fat share 
of the original stock. Some estimates put this 
share.at 35 per cent. 

Pan American would have six months to 
reduce its stock holding to the permissible 3 
per cent, During this six months, it would be 
in a fine position to organize the new monopoly 
on its own terms. After the six months, what 
would prevent Pan Am from turning its exces- 
sive holdings—say 32 per cent—over to its own 
individual stockholders? 

Maybe no one stockholder could have more 


‘than 3 per cent of the total, but altogether Pan 


Am’'s owners might run their interest in the 
monopoly up to a pretty figure. They would 
own far more votes than any other interested 
party. 

In short, Pan American would control the 
monopoly. That is what it wants to do. That 
is why it has lobbied hard for three years to 
get some such legislation passed. 

It makes no difference that this would destroy 
the regulated competition which has made 
American aviation the finest in the world. It 
doesn't matter that the Government would get 
involved in new subsidies to the monopoly, and 
be snagged into direct competition and trade 
wars with foreign governments likewise sub- 
sidizing airlines. Pan American wants a 
monopoly in our overseas aviation, and it wants 
to run it, and profit by it. 

That is what Senator Brewster has worked 
for, and no hollow denials can make his good 
deed for Pan American seem purely co- 
incidental. 


Those Inventive Russians 

It is too bad, the way the Moscow magazine 
Bolshevik says, that modern imperialists are 
trying to cover up their own impotence in inven- 
tion by claiming that Marconi invented the 
radio and Edison the electric light bulb, when 
everybody knows Russians did it. 

We do not recall their names right off-hand, 
and the account of the Bolshevik article does 
not say, but we recall well enough the name 
of the inventor of that sterling firearm, the 
Gatlingovitch gun. #s inventor was an old 
Ukrainian Menshevik named, oddly enough, 
Gatlingovitch. The invention of the steam en- 
gine by Wattski is, of course, too well known 
to be disputed, even by Western bourgeois 
science. , : 

As inventors of claims the Russians do not 
intend to take a back seat to anybody. Let 
bourgeois-imperialist fabrications like the En- 
cyclopedia Britannica take heed of that. 
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An 81-year-old couple are touring the U. S. 
in a 24-year-old Ford, and oh, boy, if they 
could just run‘across some 14-year-old prices! 
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Opening Gun for Clean Taverns 

An opening gun to bring drinking places 
under. the restaurant sanitation ordinance has 
been fired by the City Health Division. George 
F. Reeves, head of the food control section, has 
announced that many taverns are doing sloppy 
glass-washing. Therefore, he warned, custom- 
ers may catch infectious diseases with their 
drinks. . 

Mr. Reeves has bacteriological logic on his 
side. But he has no effective police power, 
because the general health laws require com- 
pelling proof that offending taverns constitute 
public nuisances. His opening gun does not 
request a specific tavern law to match the 
restaurant law, but that is a cause to which it 
is a pleasure to contribute additional artillery. 
Eating and combined eating-drinking places 
must now toe the sanitary mark. There is no 
longer any excuse to let drinking-only places 
get by with insanitary murder. 

Drinking-only places were omitted from the 
restaurant law simply because it appeared their 
operators could and would keep the Aldermen 
from passing any law. But the situation has 
changed. Sanitary control is operating without 
undue discomfort to the restaurant industry. 
Numerous places that serve both food and drink, 
which are under it, have a strong motive to 
support equal stringency for drinking-only 
competitors. The restaurant law is popular— 
and the civic forces which finally pushed it 
through a reluctant Board of Aldermen, having 
once tasted their power, will the more readily 
bring it to bear again. 


When the Aldermen reconvene, therefore, it , 


will be timely to take up specific sanitary 
control for drinking places. And how refresh- 


the safety device that wasn’t there. 


ing it will be if, unlike the hard-won restaurant 
law, it can be obtained without a knock-down 
and drag-out battle! . 
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Causes of the Green Diamond Wreck 

The wreck of the Illinois Central's Green 
Diamond near Litchfield, Ill, Wednesday was 
the old story—as most railroad "wrecks are—of 
The Green 
Diamond's passengers were not protected by 
automatic train control, and 21 of them were 
injured. That they were not killed, and many 
more with them, is due to their good luck, not 
to the railroad’s precautions. 

The first signal warning to the Green Dia- 
mond was displayed two miles from the point 
where the .wreck occurred. It was an amber 
light. According to the “Uniform Code of 
Operating Rules” for railroads, the amber light 
means “Proceed at restricted speed.” The engi- 
neer, E. J. Christian, says he was busy and did 
not see it. He did not slow down, but was still 
speeding at 75 miles an hour when he reached 
the “Stop” signal, a red light. By then it was 
too late. With more than 150 lives in his 
keeping, Engineer Christian rode the Green 
Diamond straight into a Burlington & Quincy 
freight train that was crossing its track. 

Time and again trains are wrecked because 
of three factors that combined in the Green 
Diamond wreck. The first is conflicting inter- 
pretations of the amber signal. ‘Does it mean, 
as the rule book says, that the engineer is to 
slow down, or, as seems to be more and more 
the practice, that he is to use his judgment 
about what to do? We think it should mean 
a mandatory slow-down, and that the engineer 
should be required to come to a complete stop 
and proceed at restricted speed. This would 
not only impress the importance of the amber 
signal upon him; it would also permit the engi- 
neer’s oversight to be corrected by a mechan- 
ical device which prevents violations of stop 
signals. 

The second common factor in the Green 
Diamond wreck was the failure of the human 
element. Engineers fail so often to see signal 
lights, and rain and fog so often make it diffi- 


cult or impossible to see them, that there is no ' 


excuse for railroads’ continuing to rely on 100 
per cent human perfection for the safety of 
their passengers. It was the engineer's failure 
to see a light that killed 45 passengers in a 
wreck on the Burlington Railroad at Naperville, 
Ill., in April of 1945. 


The third factor is the absence of automatic 


train control. This device stops the train 
automatically when the engineer runs through 
a stop light. Automatic train control could 
have prevented the railroad disasters on the 
Seaboard Air Line at,Kollock, S, C., in Decem- 
ber of 1946, and on the Chicago and Eastern 
Illinois at Terre Haute in Septemher of 1944. 
Only 8000 of the 109,000 miles of high-speed 
track in the United States are protected by 
automatic train control, and the Interstate 
Commerce Commission is meeting resistance, as 
from the Missouri Pacific; in its very moderate 
order that 27,156 miles more of track through- 
out the country must be equipped with this 
protective device by 1952. 

Some railroad disasters may be classified 
as “acts of God.” They are unpreventable, and 
they are few. The Green Diamond wreck was 
an act of the Illinois Central Railroad, caused 
superficially by a failure on the part of the 
engineer, but caused fundamentally by failure 
of the company to provide mechanical equip- 
ment to protect its passengers and employes in 
the event of inevitable human failure.

Atcustomed As We Are 


In vetoing a speech by himself on the grounds 
that “it’s too hot to give a speech and it’s too 
hot to listen to one,” Gov. Sigler of Michigan 
merely scratched the surface. There are many 
good reasons besides heat for not making a 
speech. 

Cold, for one.; Would it be kind, beautiful 
or good to make a speech in weather not fit 
to drive human beings out into? People who 
have just eaten should also be spared speech- 
making. The after-dinner speech has perhaps 
done less for the digestion than anything else 
on earth except the cucumber. 

On an empty stomach, to the contrary, speech- 
making is scarcely to be borne. It is only the 
most important and absorbing kind of speech 
that would be acceptable under such circum- 
stances, and speakers seldom seem to think of 
making it. In fact, a fine rule about speech- 
making would be to assume it is unnecessary 
until proved otherwise, as when ‘is it? 
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Credit to the Magistrates 


Eviction problems are giving a number of St. 
Louisans their first personal demonstration that 
the new magistrate courts are better than the 
old justices of the peace. The fee-supported 
JPs were notorious for inequality of treatment. 
A majority of the magistrates are ex-JPs, but 
they seem resolved in their new salaried status 
to administer the rent law fairly and con- 
sistently. 

After conferences among themselves, the 
magistrates decided to require positive evidence 
before granting eviction to make alterations. The 
owner must prove he has a working agreement 
with a contractor. .Even¢hen the eviction will 
be denied if the tenant wants to stay on during 
the work. 

To prevent futile litigation, the magistrates’ 
clerks are discouraging litigants who obviously 
cannot win. Through their influence, 15 of 24 
actions brought in a single day were abandoned, 
with a saving of a $9 filing fee to each landlord. 
This is in particularly refreshing contrast with 
the fee system of the JPs, which made them 
hunt up all the lawsuits they could get. : 

Because the petty courts have been reformed, 
both tenants and landlords, as well as the par- 
ties to other minor civil cases, stand to receive 
much fairer treatment than they used to. Magis- 
trates cannot make the law, so the good system 
and their good attitude do not eliminate the 
need for a local ordinance to close the loopholes 
and blank spaces in the federal rent law. But 


they do make a bad situation look degrees better.

U.N.'s “international set’’ complains that Americans are over- 
indulging a new feeling of power, writer notes; he denies our atti 
tude has changed; “boosterism™ is nothing new; it dates back to 
the pioriéer’s need for confidence; it is a tool to get things done.

The “international colony” attached to 
the United Nations imagines that it sees a 
“growing superiority complex” among 
Americans. Not only Americans, but the 
world ought to welcome this report. Too 
little gayety has emanated from the United 
Nations, 


But at last, a short laugh. The interna- 
tional colony of the U. N. hasn't been in 
these parts long, has it? 

A growing superiority complex? No. It’s 
just that it looks bigger when you get close 
to it—like the Empire State Building. But 
it’s been here all the time. 


This superiority complex is not a result 
of America’s achievements or its new 
power in the world. Its new power, in fact, 
gives too many Americans a cringing sen- 
sation somewhere between the ballet-box 
and the pocketbook. 


But the superiority complex is not an ef- 
fect. It is a cause. It is not a luxury 
indulged in after hard work or good for- 
tune, It is a tool. It is not some tiny 
precision instrument for subtle applica- 
tion, either. It is more like a crowbar. 


Offensive? It can be. Did you ever 
have a crowbar fall on your favorite toe? 


A Don’t-Knock Philosophy 


Well, anyway, Americans took this crow- 
bar and pried loose those quarter-ton boul- 
ders in New England fields. They pulled 
out stumps with it all over the country. 
They laid corddroy roads and steel rails 
with help of it. 

Wherever a town sprang up, they put the 
crowbar on the front page of the local 
newspaper. It was the “booster” headline. 
It was the “don't knock” in the American 
philosophy. 

You understood this way of thinking, if 
you were a pioneer, or if your father or 
even your grandfather was one. Its point 
was this: people flocked where the good 
news came from. And they couldn’t come 
without bringing their money or their 
brawn or brains. 


You and your neighbors needed those 
people and their assets. Their coming to 
your town kept land values up, provided 
customers for the general store, depositors 
for the one-story bank. 


So the superiority complex seems a bit 


‘swollen at the moment. 


That is because it 
is trying to match the new job it has to do. 


There is one good thing about this state 
of mind: It won't be quashed by the report, 
which appeared in one issue of the United 
Nations World, that the international 
colony is annoyed by it. There is another 
good thing about it. It won't take time to 
resent the report. 


After all, this is no “scoop” for thé United 
Nations World. Radios all over America 
have been booming for months with Tin 
Pan Alley’s own ode to the big American 
complex. It goes like this: 


“I Can Do Anything Better” 


Anything you can do, I can do better, 
I can do anything better than you.... 
Any song you can sing I ean sing sweeter, 
I can sing any song sweeter than you. 


And so forth ad absurdum, Sure, many 
Americans tend to be smarties. This doesn't 
make them always good company. They do 
not achieve invariably the succes de salon. 
But they get some other things done. And 
they know how they do it, 


The superiority complex is not their dress 
suit: it is their overalls. It is too bad they 
don’t always remember to change clothes 
at the end of the work day. The example 
of the international colony may help them 
not to forget. 


Meanwhile, let us note that the inter- 
national,colony by no means confines itself 
to critical observations of American man- 
ners, It admires many things it sees, and 
expresses frank amazement at the good 
things which add up to America. 


Now let it realize that the superiority 
complex comes less from having these 
things than the things come from having 
the complex. That realization will be one 
step toward new understanding. 


let the “colony,” and Americans, too, 
realize together that the bumptiousnéss of 
some Americans reflects something be- 
sides a complex. It bespeaks mainly an 
ignorance of how much harder other people 
have had to try, and work, and fight for 
the things that have made America. 


When we do that—well, we're all going 
to like each other really a lot,

When Russia vetoed Ireland’s applica- 
tion to join the United Nations because the 
Irish hadn't fought the Germans, Premier 
Eamon De Valera took a look at the rec- 
ord and let the Kremlin have it.

THE FUTURE OF AMERICAN SECRET INTELLIGENCE. 
by George 5S. Pettee. (infantry Journal Press, Wash-

With mankind moving toward a condl- 
tion wherein any square mile of the earth's 
surface can be attacked from any other 
square mile, there is imperative need for 
an “extraordinarily competent strategic in- 
telligence service in Washington.”

The civilian probably will not 
know until the next Pearl Harbor occurs 
or is averted. At any rate, it cannot be

He cites chapter and verse of a miser- 
able record including Pearl Harbor and the 
Battle of the Bulge, and gross mie-esti- 
mates on Nazi casualties, oil resources, la- 
bor efficiency, civilian morale, tank and 
fighter production and many other mat- 
ters that were crucial.

There is no reason for the United States 
to remain in such a condition. The data 
needed, for the most part, are available 
and can be had in a legal and open man- 
ner. What is needed is competent person- 
nel integrated into an effective organiza- 
tion. Such personnel.does not grow on 
bushes nor can it be trained overnight. 


Pettee suggests excellent men could be 
got by providing the equivalent of “intel- 
ligence internships” of two or three years’ 
duration for carefully selected college 
graduates, thus getting away from the 
long-term professional G-2s with set minds,

That is unfair to Senators and 
Representatives who will go 
abroad in an honest endeavor to 
learn at first hand about the world 
situation. But it does point a pain- 
ful moral. 

According to reports from those 
who have had a little time to sam- 
ple opinion back home, housing 
and high prices are the fixation 
of practically 
everybody. These 
immediate wor- 
ries obscure even 
the gathering 
storm clouds on 
the international 
horizon, 

Among the 
millions who are 
doubled up or in 
painfully inade- 
quate quarters, 
the desire for a 
decent place to RR. H. Jackson 
live is a con- 
stant and passionate longing. A 
letter from a Government worker 
in Washington expresses it elo- 
quently and yet typically: 


How Wonderful, a Home! 


“I have just spent another weary 
day looking for a place to live. 
Seems as though I have been 
walking and looking for years and 
years and years. All through the 
depression I walked and walked 
Jooking for a job, and all through 
the war years I walked and walked 
looking for a place to live. 

“Five yearg and some months I 
have been in Washington and had 
my name on hundreds cf lists, and 
nothing yet on my own. I had a 
subiet apartment for a year and a 
house leased for a year, and both 
had to be shared to afford them. 
My youngster was 13 when we 
came and has spent the entire pe- 
- viod—with the exception of short 
summer vacatior.s and Christmases 
when I squeezed him in — in a 
boarding school. 

“IT have looked at windows and 
thought how wonderful it must be 
to have a kitchen and a living 
room all one’s very own. How per- 
fectly wonderful. But how does 
one acquire this normal living? I 
do not know. One real estate man 
told me three months ago that if 
the Government would give them 
a rent raise, there would be hun- 
dreds of apartments available.” 

The writer goes on to question 
what all the talk about free enter- 
prise means if free enterprise 
can't provide decent housing. This 


same question must be in the 
minds of many men and women 
who have taken on faith what 
they have been told about our sys- 
tem. . 

On prices there is the same 
troubled questioning. Only a little 
more than a year ago, the Nation- 
al Association of Manufacturers 
was claiming that removal of 
OPA would benefit the household- 
er because it would release in- 
creased production and prices 
would drop to their natural level. 


Competition—But Where? 


Competition, the familiar argu- 
ment runs, will force price cuts. 
Certainly we have proved in the 

ast that competition is a power- 
ul force. Many of the benefits 
of our system can be traced to it. 
But we have a right to ask how 
much competition is left in our 
system. ; 

When he was head of the De- 
partment of Justice Anti-Trust Di- 
vision, Justice Robert H. Jackson 
made a striking study of prices 
and payrolls under the hammer 
blows of the depression that be- 
gan in 1929. The study showed, 
for example, that while prices of 
farm products fell, on the average, 
57 per cent, the price of agricul- 
tural implements fell less than 17 
per cent as a maximum and for 
most of the years only 5 or 6 per 
cent. 


Effects on Foreign Policy. 


It showed that payrolls for the 
iron and steel industries declined 
about 75 per cent while the whole- 
sale price of ingots declined only 
16 per cent. Cement declined 13 
per cent in price, and its payrolls 
72 per cent. While agricultural 
implements declined 14 per cent in 
price, payrolls in that industry 
dropped by 83 per cent. 

To put it ag simply as possible: 
Prices in many lines responded 
ri" et all even though demand 
from the consumer dropped down 
close to zero. Thanks to the prop 
of monopoly domination, the so- 
called laws of supply and demand 
were conveniently repealed. 

The American people are not 
isolationist, That has been proved 
again and again. But if they see 
opportunity narrowing in a spiral 
of scarcity and high priczs, they 
will be against a program of for- 
eign aid, no matter how many 
traveling congressmen report the 
need for it.

US. POUCY IN CHIN 
ASSNLED BY SPEAKER 


Walter F, Judd. Addressing 
Church Convention, Says Ally 
Fares Worse Than. Enemy. 


BUFFALO, N.Y., Aug. 8 (AP)— 
United States foreign policy in the 
Far East has been such that our 
ally China fares worse than our 
enemies, says Dr. Walter E. Judd, 
Republican representative from 
Minnesota and a former medical 
missionary in China. 

Speaking last night at the final 
session of the third world conven- 
tion of the Churches of Christ, 


Judd declared that the Chinese 
could have made a deal with 
Japan causing 100,000 additional 
American deaths, but fought with 
the conviction that Manchuria 
would be restored to them. 

“We gave away the chief ports 
and railroads of Manchuria to the 
Russians, even though we didn’t 
own them ourselves,” he added. 

Judd said that if the Chinese 
had been our enemies “they would 
have Gen, MacArthur. They would 
be well administered and min- 
istered to, But they were not our 
enemies. They were our friends, 
so now they can suffer and 
starve.” 

“Is it any wonder,” he asked, 
“that the Russians don take seri- 
ously the high sounding moral 
pronouncements of Secretary Mar- 
shall and Senator Austin?” 

Dr. H. R. Wei, professor of 
physics at the University of Nan- 
king and adviser to the Chinese 
delegation to the United Nations 
Atomic Energy Commission, said 
the world’s salvation depended on 
“the gospel of Christ.” 

He said that although the Chi- 
nese church faced the trials of 
atheism, nationalism and political 
ideology, “we are not discouraged. 
There is just one world. Its sal- 
vation depends on the gospel of 
Christ.” 


1118 AMERICAN BOYS REACH 
FRANCE FOR SCOUT JAMBOREE 


MOISSON, France, Aug. 8 (AP) 
—The arrival of 1118 Americans 
has increased to 18,919 the number 
of Boy Scouts from 17 countries 
with the international jamboree

EXKASER'S. WIDOM 
HERMINE DES AT 60 


Suceumbe at Home in Soviet 
Zone—Wed to Wilhelm 
After His Exile. 


BERLIN, Aug. 8 (UP)—Hermine, 
widow of Germany's Kaiser Wil- 
helm, died Thursday at her home 
in Russian-occupied Frankfurt- 
‘am-Oder, it was learned today. 
She was 60 years old. 

The second wife of the late 
Kaiser had been living in Frank- 
furt since early 1945 when she 
was taken from her home at 


Rossla in the Harz mountains. 

Servants in her household said 
the cause of death had not been 
determined. The Mayor of Frank- 
furt told the United Press she 
had suffered from a severe throat 
abscess. He said he had asked 
the local Russian commander for 
a zinc coffin in which to ship her 
body to Holland for burial beside 
the ex-Kaiser. 

Despite Germany's acute food 
shortage, servants said Hermine 
had been “living comfortably” in 
Frankfurt with a secretary and 
her three-year-old grandchild, 
Fritzi. 

When American correspondents 
visited Frankfurt last fall, Her- 
mine still referred to herself as 
“empress”. and insisted that the 
Germans and Americans techni- 
cally were “still enemies.” “We 
are German—you are American,” 
she told the visiting reporters. 

Hermine died in an eight-room 
villa provided by the Russian mil- 
itary government. She told. cor- 
respondents she did not know why 
the Russians had -taken her from 
the Harz mountains and asserted 
the Soviet authorities would not 
permit her to leave Frankfurt. 

Hermine neyer shared the Ger- 
man throne. She was married to 
Wilhelm in 1922 after he had be- 
come an exile in The Netherlands. 
She left Doorn in August 1941, 
two months after the Kaiser died, 
to live in Silesia. 

Hermine always insisted that 
the Kaiser, whom she called “a 
wonderful man,” had “detested 
and distrusted” Adolf Hitler. “He 
never believed Hitler could win 
the war,” she said. 

She was first married at 19 to 
Prince Johann Georg Schoenaich 
CCarolath, a member of the 
landed aristocracy in Silesia, and 
had five children,

BELGRADE, Aug. 8 (AP) 
Marsha! Josip (Tito) Broz charged 
yesterday in an interview with his 
state-controlied news agency, Tan- 
jug, that recent United States ac- 
tions indicated “attempts are be- 
ing made to isolate us, and some 
kind of economic blocKade of our 
country is being carried out.” 

This was one of the reasons, he 
said, why Yugoslavia refused to 
participate in the Paris conference 
on the Marshall proposal. 

Tito charged that “some mili- 
tary circles of the Western pow- 
ers” encouraged sabotage and ter- 
rorism on Yugosiavia’s Austrian 
and Italian frontiers; that the 
United Nations subcommission 
studying the Greek situation was 
biased in favor of “Monarcho-Fas- 
cists”: and that Yuzoslav border 
troubles were linked with Greek 
charges against Yugoslavia in “a 
definite aim.” 

He asserted that the work of 
the U.N. ‘subcommission merely 
“complicates the problem of 
Greece and augments the danger 
to peace in this part of Europe.” 

“According.to my deep convic- 
tion.” Tito said, “the members of 
this subcommission themselves do 
mot believe there is an interna- 
tional brigade ‘as “has 
charged by the Greek Govern-

864 GERMANS LOST LIVES 
IN SCHARNHORST SINKING 


LONDON, Aug. 8 (AP)—Only 36 | 
German sailors of its complement 
of 900 officers and men survived 
the sinking of the Scharnhorst, 
Adolf Hitler's last seaworthy bat- 
tle cruiser, off the north cape of 
Norway Dec. 26, 1943, a British 
Admiralty report disclosed yester- 
day. 


The report described the stalk- 
ing of the Scharnhorst by units of 
the home fleet as the German war 
vesse| sought to attack a convoy 
en route to Murmansk. 

The convoy fleet, headed DY the 
British battieship Duke of York, 
spotted the Scharnhorst by radar 
in the Arctic night, shadowed it 
all day until it came within gun 
range and finally sank her about 
7:45 p.m. 


28 INDUSTRIES IN AUSTRIA

VIENNA, Aug. & (UP)-—Soviet 
authorities have seized 28 indus- 
tries in eastern Austria valued at 
more than $100,000,000 since Unit- 
ed States Secretary of State 
George C. Marshall called on 
Europe to detail its relief needs, 
Government sources said today. 

Government officials said the 
total included Philipp Haas &

ferred to the State Department, 
an authoritative source told the 
United Press today, but the State 
Department denied it.

Reports from Seoul, Korea, 
where the United States and Rus- 
sia have been trying since spring 
to reach agreement on setting up 
a provisional Korean government, 
are that the situation appears 
hopeless.

HOOVER LAYS WORLD 
UNREST TO RUSSIA 


In Birthday Message, He Says 
U.S. Must Keep Up Food 
Shipments. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 8 (AP) 
Former President Herbert 
Hoover holds “one nation alone” 
Soviet Russia—responsible for 
the world’s present unsettled state. 
And, he said in a statement yes- 
terday, the United States may 
have to rearm and indefinitely con- 


tinue shipping surplus food to 
stave off starvation elsewhere 
unless there is a change in inter- 
national relations. 

Hoover, who will be 73 years 
old Sunday, recently carried out 
a world food survey at the request 
of President Truman, His birth- 
day statement safd: 

“Another year after the war's 
end finds the earth without peace, 
little recovery in production, in- 
creasing danger of starvation 
abroad and alarms of another 
world war. One nation alone, by 
refusal of co-operation and de- 
structive acts, is responsible. 

“Tf we are to reverse this tide 
of disaster, then free nations have 
but one of two possibilities. 

“First, co-operation from Russia 
—which is improbable. 

“Second, making peace among 
the peoples outside Russia and her 
satellites, together with subjuga- 
tion of her international poison 
squads—which is possible. 

“If neither is done, then an 
armed United States can live in 
reasonable comfort, use our food 
surplus to stave off starvation and 
wait, even if it means much isola- 
tion—which is most undesirable.”

have fallen upon “unheeding ears, 
even although I went to the trou- 
ble, a few weeks ago, of prepar- 
ing and sending to every member 
of Congress, an open letter on the 
subject of oil.

A Good Murder Melodrama 


“THE WEB,” at the FOX THEATER, is a good example 
of how to concoct an exciting and absorbing mystery melo- 
drama. Its story of an aggressive young attorney who is 
hdred as a bodyguard by a suave millionaire, then tricked 

into one killing and framed for another, is 
just as improbable as the average tale of 
that kind. But the screen pldy by William 
Bowers and Bertram Millhauser is tight and 
compact. The dialogue is bright, sinewy and 
naturalistic. The direction by Michael Gordon 
has made the quartet of stars play with such 
restraint that the roles are brought sharply 
into focus, and the tale has an air of realism that gives the 
melodrama an electric charge, 


The casting is excellent. Edmond O’Brien, who came 
into prominence as the insurance investigator in “The Killers,” 
is the impetuous attorney in this. He seems to be made for 
roles like this. Ella Raines brings a shrewd humor to the 
part of the millionaire’s secretary, a gal who has the interest 
of her employer's business so much at heart that she lives in 
his house. Vincent Price makes the most difficult role, that 
of an urbane and wealthy man who. is ruthless enough to 
kill for what he wants, quite believable. He gives the character 
a touch of amused superiority and an ingratiating air that 
make him a far cry from the usual deep-dyed villain. William 
Bendix does a switch from his usual rowdy comedy parts 
to make a good job of a shrewd and painstaking detective 
lieutenartt. 


The second feature, “THE VIGILANTES RETURN,” in 
Cinecolor, is just another Western with the same old plot. 
Jon Halli deserts the South Seas to be a two-fisted marshal. 


Faintly Reminiscent 


Warner Brothers have touched on an important social prob- 
lem caused by the late war in “THE UNFAITHFUL,” which 
opens today at the AMBASSADOR. It has the background of 
a wife who dallied with a sculptor while her husband was 

fighting the war in the Pacific. It might have 
made a good case study, ending up in tragedy, 
if honestly and realistically handled. Done 
in documentary style with the causes of the 
dereliction traced, it could have been an in- 
telligent commentary on one phase, even 
though not pretty, pf our mode of living. But 
the producers avoid any serious attempt at 
analysis of the problem. 

Instead, they fall back on some safe and conventional 
melodrama, with the deepest discussion coming from some 
glib and shallow remarks to the husband, Zachary Scott, by 
Eve Arden, who plays one of her acidulous and catty comedy 
characters. 

The authors of the “original” screen play owe a deep bow 
in the direction of Somerset Maugham's play, “The Letter.” 
But they haven't had Maugham’s feeling for tense, literate 
dfama. The plot proceeds laboriously, using up twice as much 
footage as it needs. The ending is pretty namby-pamby. The 
husband decides to forgive his wife (Ann Sheridan), which 
may have made sense, but. not high-powered dramatics, as 
it's harfilled. 


The similarities between the plot of this and “The Letter”: 


are curious. In this, Chris Hunter (Miss Sheridan), stabs her 
former lover to death at her home while her husband is away 
on business. 


(In “The Letter,” the wife shoots her lover, who is try- 
ing to jilt her, in her home. while her husband is away on 
business.) Chris tells her husband and the police the intruder 
was a jewel thief. (In “The Letter,” the wife said the man 
tried to attack her.) The dead man’a* wife (in “The Letter,” 
it was his Asiatic mistress) seeks revenge. A head of Chris 
done by the sculptor is used as a device for blackmail (in “The 
Letter,” an incautious letter was used for blackmail), 


As in “The Letter,” an attorney friend of the family (Lew 
Ayres) knows the truth, but agrees to defend the wife. But 
from then on a benign influence for purer heroines makes 
itself felt. When confronted with her infidelity, the wife 
doesn’t tell her husband she hates him, as she did in “The 
Letter,” but begs for forgiveness. She is acquitted on a self- 
detense plea at the trial, as in Maugham drama but here we're 
given to understand it's the truth. 

The B-picture is “DESPERATE,” a detective melodrama, ' 
with Steve Brodie. 


Very Unfunny ! 


We missed reviewing “HONEYMOON,” when it recently 
played at the Ambassador Theater, because of a late opening. 
Now it’s been transferred to the MISSOURI as part of a double 
bill, so we can air our opinion of it. It won't take long. The 

picture seems to us one of the dullest, most 
asinine and artificial attempts at comedy we 
have seen in a long time, The tale ef a vice 
consul trying to get a young soldier and his 
girl married in Mexico City has been s0 
dragged out with the injection of improbable 
misunderstandings that only ardent bobby- 
soxer admirers of Guy Madison, who plays 
the soldier, will probably be able to endure it. Shirley Temple 
and Franchot Tone work hard, with no results. There is only 
one good laugh, when Tone falls in a canal, and maybe that 
was only good by contrast.

RANDMA isn’t welcome in 
Mrs, N.’s home. 

“I am going to have to ask 
my husband not to have his 
mother come and stay with ‘us 
any more,” Mrs, N, writes me. 
“IT am trying to bring my twins 
up scientifically, and I can’t have 
her continually interfering with 
her old-fashioned ideas, Don’t 
you think I’m right?” 


You may be right in not want- 
ing too prolonged visits from your 
mother-in-law, Mrs. N, That de- 
pends on circumstances—whether 
she is officious and refuses to re- 
cognize that it is your home, not 
hers. But so far as her old- 
fashioned ideas are concerned, a 
lot of us are beginning to get red 
faces! 


Some of the rest of us tried to 
bring up our babies scientifically. 
We went by the’ book, and we 
didn’t want grandma's horse-and- 
buggy notions dragged in. We 
had the scientists on our side; 
and what have those scientists 
done now but stab us in the back? 
They're calling us—you and me! 
—the old-fashioned ones, and have 
brought grandma up-to-date! 

Grandma didn’t believe in going 
to the hospital to have a Daby. 
She had hers at home, and 
thought the baby ought to be with 
the mothet. The hospitals didn’t 
think so, but some of the leading 
specialists are now insisting that 
the baby and mother should be 
together. An informal organiza- 
tion, the Cornelian Corner, is 
pushing this idea all over the 


. country. It’s better for both baby 


and mother, they claim. 

Grandma thought baby should 
be breast-fed. The specialists told 
us that was old-fashioned; a scien- 
tific formula from the bottle was 
better. Some hospitals urge every 
mother not to nurse her baby. 
New they’re changing their minds. 

Grandma thought the baby 
ought to be fed whenever he was 
hungry. The books said No! feed 
him on schedule; let him cry till 
2 o'clock, Now they’re telling us 
that the baby is the best judge of 
when he needs food! 

Grandma said the baby needed 
love; it ought to be rocked and 
cuddled. The specialists told us 
that was dangerous; hands off! 
Now they’re telling us to give the 


baby more cuddling. 

Of course, grandma didn’t have 
any scientific training. Privately, 
we didn’t either! She had some 
experience—we had none, She 
wasn’t always right; neither were 
we. Sometimes the scientists 
were all wrong, too. 

It’s a muddle, isn’t it? But 
grandma seems to have the last 
laugh,

1940 and 1941.”. If your high 
school is not giving its young peo- 
ple adequate preparation for mar- 
riage, call on the principal and 
demand that he bring the school 
up to date.

WAS sorry to see it stated the 

other day that in all probability 

there would be no special ses- 
sion of Congress in the autumn to

IN THIS SAME statement, Mr. 
Benton seemed optimistic as to 
the results which can be obtained 
with the reduced appropriation for 
the State Department's informa- 
tion program.

Hong Kong ‘Once More a Busy World Port 


Woman Correspondent Goes Back for First Time Since Her Capture by Japanese

HONG KONG (By Airmail). 


ETURN to Hong Kong—the 
R city where I was a prisoner 

of the Japanese. The city 
where I watched the Allied flags, 
including the Stars and Stripes, 
come down, the white flag of 
surrender go up, and the Rising 
Sun take its place, The city 
wherein there was a prison camp 
in which 3500 hungry men, wom- 
en and children ment three years, 
nine months and 
tragic captivity, waiting for the 
blood-stained empire of Nippon 
to crumble. 

Gen. MacArthur made famous 
the phrase: “I will return.” = It 
is not strange that others like 
myself also had a great desire 
to return to the scene of our de- 
feat and final victory. 

As ships near Hong Kong, they. 
slip in past countless emerald 
islands, towards the  flower- 


spangled mounfain sides, with* 
the city nestling on the water-* 


front before it starts to climb up 
towards the heights. This is 
famed among travelers as one of 
the three most ‘beautiful harbors 
in the world, 

‘Today the port is once again 
filed with ships from all the 
seas, American, Dutch,, French, 
British, Chinese, Norwegian—as 
well as sunken ones that used to 
belong to Japan. 


Hundreds of picturesque junks, 
with torn sails, weave in and out 
of the busy harbor traffic with 
amazing Gexterity, despite their 
awkward sizes On board live 
whole families, from grandmoth- 
ers to new-born babies, from rats 
to puppy dogs. Many of these in- 
habitants have scarcely 
touched the land, spending the 
entire span of their lives on these 
strange crafts, 

As soon as a large ship anchors, 
scores of junks rush to their sides, 
fighting for jobs of unloading, or 
trying to sell Chinese ‘articles or 
tropical fruits to the passengers. 

Most of the ocean ships tie up 
in mid-harbor to buoys, and those 
aboard must be transported to

“land by small motor craft or 


“walla wallas.” Fortunately the 
American President Lines has its 
own convenient land dock. 

Hong Kong was ceded to the 
British by the Chinese 100 years 
ago.

streets and staid’ English homes, 
of rickshaws, coolies, two-decker 
streetcars or “trams, " of Ameri- 
can and British automobiles. 
There are stores which might 
have been lifted out of London, 
and thousands of tiny Oriental 
shops in narrow noisy streets, 
where one can buy fans, jade, 
dried fish, snakes, drugs, silks, 
shark fins, camphor chests, tem- 
ple figures. 

The traffic is a mad scramble, 
which the British have done little 
to control. There are a few in- 
effective Chinese policemen and 
a few score of lights, to which 
people pay no attention. There 
are no one-way streets, no rules 
against constantly cruising taxis 
and rickshaws, so necessary in 
jammed streets. 

Across the harbor from Hong 
Kong is Kowloon, really a suburb. 
Ferries: scurry back and forth 


every ten minutes, always crowd- 
ed. Here the average Britisher 
lives, the ones with small incomes 
and less important jobs—as well 
as a. million Chinese. The man- 
sions which used to crown the 
peak in Hong Kong, where the 
executives, called “taipans” lived 
in luxury and leisure, have been 
looted by the Chinese and Japa- 
nese in the intervening years, and 
few have been rebuilt. They stand 
barren shells, monuments to war 


and destruction, 
. 
K ritories, a 20-mile stretch of 

land also*ceded to the British 
by the Chinese 50 years ago. This 
is part of the Chinese mainland, 
and it was through here that the 
Japs came to Hong Kong, coming 
over the mountain from Canton 70 
miles aWay. Hong Kong was at- 
tacked at the same time as Pearl

OWLOON is in the New Ter- 


Harbor. The Japanese fought 
through the New Territories, and 
entered Kowloon the fourth day of 
the war, and began to shell the be- 
seiged city across the harbor. 

During the second week, the 
Japanese landed on the island, and 
on Christmas day, 1941, Hong 
Kong surrendered, marking the 
first of Nippon’s big victories, her 
first bag of white prisoners. I 
was among those first captured at 
Repulse Bay Hotel, situated on 
the other side of the island from 
the city, looking out towards the 
séa, 

For five days the hotel was un- 
der siege, with the Japanese 200 
yards away. There wag a British 
soldier in every window. At the 
last, the British and Japanese 
were fighting uy and down the 
corridors, 

After capture,'300 of us, the old- 
est 83 were marched 10 miles

into the city over the mountains 
at the point of bayonets. We were 
sick, hungry, thirsty. Our way 
was lined with dead who had giv- 
en their lives to defend us, 

That night was spent in a vilely 
dirty looted paint factory, and it 
was Christmas eve, 1941. The city 
surrendered the next day. Then 
came imprisonment, rape, torture, 
for thousands of people. There 
were prison camps for the military 
and civilians. Conditions were ter- 
terrific—but all that is a matter 
pf record now, 

. * * 


O return to this scene has 

made many mysteries relive. | 

tried ot walk the 10 miles from 
the hotel to the city, but was 
soon exhausted. Certainly only 
pride of nationality could have 
kept us going in 1941. 

I revisited Stanley prison where 
we slept on the floor, ate out of 
tin cans, survived on 750 calories 
of wormy rice and rotten fish 
heads and buffalo meat. I was 
fortunate in being exchanged on 
the first repatriation ship. 

But there is a cemetery in camp 
where there are graves for the 
many who died throughout the 
waiting years; for the nurses who 
were raped and killed; for the 
murdered doctors; for the tor- 
tured dead. And sadly, a grave 
for 21 people who were killed one 
day when an American plane, in- 
advertently dropped a bomb on 
the eager prisoners who were 
looking up at the joyful sight of 
a friendly craft flying over their 
prison, 

Just before capture, I had hid- 
den some jewelry in Repulse Bay 
Hotel, nothing of great value, but 
things I liked. Everyone said the 
Japanese who occupied the hotel 
had stripped it from one end to 
another, and that I would never 
find a thing. But I had hidden 
my things well—and today I dug 
them out with excitement, five 
and a half years after I had hid- 
den them! 

The Japanese did strip the ho- 
tel, the gardens were overgrown, 
there were bodies of the British 
and Canadians who defended: it 
in unmarked graves, it was filled 
with debris and filth when war 
ended, But ‘now it is running 
again in its exquisitely beautiful 
location, The flowers: bloom in 
the garden, and from the terrace 
one can listen to the sea’s mur- 
mur as it reaches out 8000 miles 
towards America, 

It is hard to remember the feel- 
ings which strangled my heart 
that Dec. 19, 1941, upon receiving 
the order: “Get®down into the 
lobby at once! The Japs are 
here!” 


The Question 
Of Water on 


Summer Trip 


By William A. Brady,

READER planning an auto- 

mobile and camping tour asks 

how to make water safe to 
drink, in wayside ‘places and small 
villages. 

If the water is safe for the resi- 
dents it is safe for visitors. Water 
from a well, spring or lake or 
stream is safe for you or me if 
it is safe for people who use it 
for drinking, but if there is any 
doubt about it, better boil the 
water and be sure. 

In an emergency questionable 
water may be disinfected with 
chlorine to make it safe to drink, 
that is, if boiling is out of the 
question. 

For disinfection of drinking 
water during a longer period of 
camping, for instance, use chlor- 
ine solution prepared as follows: 

From a freshly opened tin or 
can of “chloride of lime” (chlor- 
inated lime, calcium hypochlorite) 
put one teaspoorful of the pun- 
gent chemica) into a quart of 
water in tightly stoppered bottle 
and let stand over night. Next 
day it is ready for use—a tea- 
spoonful of the clear solution 
poured off without disturbing any 
sediment in the bottle, will disin- 
fect two gallons. of water for 
drinking purposes if stirred in the 
water and allowed to stand for 15 
minutes, 
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CHLORINE DISINFECTION of 
course gives the characteristic 
tests of chlorine to the water. If 
that is intolerable for the period 
of the emergency, then (1) drink 
only boiled water or (2) anticipate 
the need and carry with you 
enough drinking! water of known 
potability. 

The chief if not the only dan- 
ger involved in drinking water 
which may possibly be polluted 
is typhoid or dysentery infection. 
Every tourist, camper or vaca- 
tionist planning a sojourn in the 


wilds, should follow the rule that ' 


travelers to Mexico, Central and 
South America are required to 
follow — be immunized against 
typhoid and paratyphoid, prefer- 
ably a few months before, the 
journey, for it requires at least 
six weeks to two months for the 
full protective degree of immunity 
to develop after the typho-para- 
typho-A and paratypho-B bacterin 
(‘vaccine’) is imjected.

THE QUESTION of safe milk is 
far more important today than 
the question of safe drinking wa- 
ter, for travelers, tourists, camp- 
ers or picnickers spending a few 
hours out in the country. Ordi- 
narily if pasteurized milk is ob- 
tainable, in the unopened bottle, 
it is as safe in the, country as 
it is in town, and .most people 
know from long experience that 
pasteurized milk is safe for daily 
consumption. If the milk available 
away from home is not sold, de- 
livered or served in the original 
bottle bearing the pasteurized la- 
bel, or cream either, then the only 
safe course is to reject it or scald 
it—heat to boiling for one minute. 
Scalding makes any milk safe, 


Water-repellent and waterproof 
processes can make cottons im- 
pervious to rain and dampness.

strategy that experts employ 

against lesser players to excel- 
lent advantage. Consider South's 
method of bidding in the following 
deal: 

South, dealer. 

Both sides vulnerable. 

East-West 30 part-score. 


ass Pass 

The first two rounds of bidding 
require no comment—each and 
every bid was logical and ortho- 
dox. It is South's four-diamond 
bid and its outcome that should 
interest us. 

Most players, holding a heart 
suit as good as South's and one 
which had already been raised by 
partner, would stick to that suit 
as long as the hand could safely 
be rebid. They would feel, and 
logically so, that their heart suit 
was substantially superior to 
their diamonds, and would con- 
clude (not so logically) that there 
could be no point in mentioning 
the minor suit. What this rea- 
soning would lack is the psaycho- 
logical angle." The actual South 
player in the above deal was under 
no illusion concerning the respec- 
tive merits of his suits; his reason 
for bidding four diamonds rather 
than four hearts was far more 
subtle; he wanted to avoid a pen- 
alty double! He realized what so 
many players do not realize—that 
many opponents are as_ timid 
about doubling f-ur diamonds or

AUTHOR, NOW U.S, CITIZEN 


NEW YORK, Aug. 8 (AP)— 
Erich Maria Remarque, German- 
born author of “All Quiet on the 
Western Front,” became a citizen 
of the United States yesterday 
and said it felt “like getting some 
ground under your feet.” 


A man without a country—or a 
passport—since he left Germany 
in 1933, Remarque came to this 
country a few weeks before 
World War II. His most famous 
book was burned by the Nazis. 

He said he liked the advice of 
the judge who administered the 
oath of allegiance, that “here there 
are only first classes,” 

“It doesn’t matter if you were 
born soméwhere else,” Remarque 
said. “Only difference is you can’t 
become president.”

FEW weeks ago this column 
A pointed out a number of none- 

such pronunciationg which 
have been embalmed in the dic- 
tionaries and which are never 
heard in standard American 
speech, 

I reported these as typical of 
many such “pronunciations” as 
found in one of America’s leading 
dictionaries: 

KAHR'byoo-RET-er” for carbu- 
retor; “kuh-NINE” for canine; 
“EF F-i-drin” for ephedrine; “SHIF- 
un” for chiffon; “BAT-un” for 
baton; “BIZ-i-ness” for business; 
“TROO-kyoo-lent” for truculent, 
etc. 

A well-known New York word- 
man writes me to insist that these 
pronunciations do not remain in 
the dictionary because of editorial 
stuffiness; that “the people out 
front (the public) have switched 
pronunciations on us,” implying, 
of course, that we Americans are 
naughty and wayward because we 
refuse to follow the dictionary 
and say “SHIF-un, BAT-un,” etc, 

The truth is, of course, that such 
pronunciations have never existed 
except in the befogged minds of 
the lexicographers who dreamed 
them up. 

Here are several more never- 
never pronunciations from the 
same dictionary. If the “people 
out front” switched them, it hap- 
pened before my 55-year-old ears 
began to listen to Americans 
speak. 

(The pronunciations are shown 
in Colby Phonetic Spelling since 
newspapers are not equipped with 
the dictionary’s diacritica] sym- 
bols.) ;
